REDISCOUNT RATE CUT 


NEW YORK, 
what Wall Street interpreted as an 
effort to stimulate the bond market 
as part of a program to aid business 
recovery, the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York rednced its rediscount 
rate from 2 to 11-2 per cent today. 

Although the federal reserve = sys- 
tem has no dealings with most busi- 
nessmen or the general public, such 
action is considered of fundamental 
importance to the business world. 
The rediscount rate is the charge 
made by the federal reserve bank 
on money which it lends to its mem- 
her banks, secured by loans which 
the members have in turn granted to 
their customers. 

The new 11-2 per cent rate is the 
lowest in the history of the federal 
reserve system. So far as could he 
learned today it is the lowest rate 
ever charged by any central bank in 
the world. A careful checking of the 
records of the Bank of England back 
to 1760 failed to disclose so low a 
charge. ‘The reduction is the eighth 
to be made since the 6 per cent rate 
was adopted on August 9, 1929, pre- 
vious to the stock market crash. The 
2 per cent rate was established on 
December 24, 1930. 

Official comment on the reduction 
was not obtainable, but the prevail- 
ing view among bankers attributed 
the action to an attempt to stimulate 
the bond market. One of the trou- 
blesome features of present business 
conditions is the excessive supply of 
short term money or credit. The ac- 
tion of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York in educing its buying 
yield rates for eahine’ acceptances 
three times within two weeks, which 
are the equivalent of increases in 
price, thus making them less attrac- 
tive for short term investment, is re- 
garded as an attempt to discourage 
further investments in such securities.

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AIRLINE INDORSED 
FOR SOUTH GEORGIA 


Dr. H. J. Carswell, Way- 
cross, Elected Head of 
Temporary Organization 


WAYCROSS, Ga., May 7.—(4)— 
An enthusiastic indorsement of an 
east-west commercial air line between 
Savannah and Pensacola with air mail 
service as an early objective serving 
Savannah, Jesup, Blackshear, Way- 
cross, Homerville, Sane Thomas- 
ville, ‘Tallahassee, Marianna, Pensa- 
cola and Mobile, and all intermediate 
points in Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama, was given at an airways con- 
ference here Thursday, marking the 
opening of the second annual Way- 
cross air meet. 

Following a lengthy discussion of 
the possibilities of the proposed route, 
and after a tentative survey had been 
outlined by’ Lieutenant M. M. Clokey 
of the naval air base at Pensacola, a 
temporary organization was perfected 
to sponsor the lateral air route. 

Dr. H. J. Carswell, of Waycross, 
was named president, with Oscar 
Barney, of Mobile, Ala., as vice pres- 
ident. The secretary will be named 
by the president. 

Directors were named as follows: 
IP. W. Robertson, of Valdosta; G. M. ; 
Harrington, of Jesup; John W. Bur- 
ton, of Marianna, ™'a.; Joe Baker, of | 
Mobile; Fred Marsh, " of Pensacola, 
Fla.; W. IL Stinson’ of Defuniak 
Springs, Fla.; C. C. Williams, of 
Quincy, Fla.; Mallie Martin, of 
Crestview, Fla.; Dr. J. 8S. Kennedy, 
of Milton, Fla.; Dr. H. G. Huey, of 
Homerville; L. E. Sweat, of Black- 
shear ; George W. Popwell, of Way- 
cross. Directors also will be named 
from Savannah, Quitman and Thom- 
asville. 

It was outlined by Lieutenant Clo- 
key, who has been assigned by the 
commandant of the naval air station 
at Pensacola to aid in every way 
possible the development of the Sa- 
vannah-Mobile route, that the prin- 
sleed cities located on the proposed 
route show a resident population of 
approximately 226,000. The air dis- 
tance from Savannah to Mobile is ap- 
proximately 460 miles, and the time 
by air would be fixed at about four 
hours and 30 minutes including all 
stops along the route, the tentative 
schedule revealed.

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CASE-FOWLER COMPANY 
IN RECEIVER'S HANDS 


MACON, Ga., May 7.—(#)—The 
Case-Fowler Lumber Company, one of 
the largest hardwood plants in the 
southeast, whose appraised assets ap- 
proximated $2,000,000 in December, 
1929, tonight was in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, and the operation of its plants 
discontinued. 

Judge Malcolm D. Jones, of the Ma- 
con circuit, appointed Pope F. Brock, 
Macon attorney, receiver, and autho- 
rized him to take over the properties 
and dispose of them in such manner 
as he deems proper. 

The action will release several hun- 
dred workers in three counties—Bibb, 
Wayne and Emanuel. 

Mr. Brock was appointed on petition 
of the First National bank, of Atlanta, 
as trustee, because of the lumber cor- 
poration’s default in the payment of 
$12,500 to a sinking fund as required 
in a trust deed executed in April, 
1926, following the issuance of $500,- 
000 ‘worth of first mortgage sinking 
fund gold bonds, it was stated. 

The defaulting corporation admitted 
its inability to meet the requirement 
and did not contest the appointment 
of a receiver. Mr. Brock announced 
the discontinuance of operations. 

In addition to its default in the 
sinking fund payment due March 1, 
the petition of the Atlanta bank 
charges a failure to pay interest on 
bonds April 1. The lumber company, 
of which Harry Fowler is president, 
notified the trustees, too, of its in- 
ability to meet that requirement. » 

The action closes the Macon plant 
of the lumber company, a plant in 
Wayne county near Doctortown, and 
a yard near.Nwainsboro, it was said. 
The worth of the properties at the 
presents time, including the real es- 
tate, machinery, equipment, live stock, 
etc., was estimated today at little more 
than $500,000. 

There are 12,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber on the three yards of the com- 
pany, it was said. Hundreds of acres 
of land in Bibb, Wayne and Eman- 
uel counties’ are involved. 

Mr. Brock said as soon as the final 
decree of the court is written, which 
in ordinary court procedure here will 
make it some time in July or August, 
he will begin disposition of the prop- 
erties through sale. 

In December, 1929, the company’s 
statement showed total assets of 
$1,800,000. Its liabilities at that time 
was not known. It is capitalized at 
$750,000. 

The petition for receiver, filed 
throngh the Atlanta law firm of 
Spalding, MacDougald and Sibley, and 
the Macon firm of Brock, Sparks and 
Russell, said that $135,500. of the 
1926 issue of bonds had been retired. 

The balance of $366,500 became duc 
and payable with the default payment 
to the sinking fund required on 
March 1.

Proposed for Georgia

vision of the divorce laws of Geor- 
gia, eliminating the jury hearing.

The award to Mrs. Coolidge was 
based upon her ““distinguished social 
services in behalf of the deaf at the 
Clark school, Northampton, Mass., 
and for her fine personal influence 
exerted as the first lady of the land.’ 

In aceepting her award Miss Ab- 
bott outlined the 19-year history of 
the children’s bureau, ihe “child 
among government bureaus.” 

A long term review shews impor- 
tant advances in the effort to make 
life richer for American children, she 
said, although the day by day results 
are, discouraging. 

She touched upon’ the bureau’s 
work in relation to infant and ma- 
ternal mortality, habit clinics, rick- 
ets, delinquency, dependency, child la- 
bor and vocational guidance. Its 
achievements have been real, she de- 
clared, despite’ the 
small appropriation. 

“It has an 
proximately $400,000,” she 
“which seems almost nothing to
